York exhibit in New York State, and 
Kentucky apples shipped to the North- 
west also took a great many prizes. 

As this is true it is especially fitting 
and opportune that the Conference at 
Louisville, April 7-8-9-10, Is to have .Mr. 
W. M. McDonald, manager of the Ex- 
celsior Fruit Growers' .\ssociation ot 
Minnesota, to give a talk and make 
some demonstrations. Mr. McDonald 
was originally an expert bookkeeper 
in Minneapolis, but finding that his 
health was breaking under close office 
work, he decided to go to the country. 
He at once took hold of the Excelsior 
Fruit Growers' Association and in five 
years pushed the business from $5,000 
annually to $200,000. This man will 
organize a typical fruit growers' asso- 
ciation among the horticulturists at 
the meeting, and show them methods 
of shipping, packing, advartMas aad 
the locating of markets. 

When asked about the prices which 
prevailed when he took hold of the 
organization, and those prevailing last 
year, he said, "When the Association 
was launched 7( cents per case of 24 
pint baskets of red raspberries pre- 
vailed. Last year our red raspberry 
cases of the same size averaged $2.06. 
Of course, to get such prices one must 
have a perfect pack and flrst-class 
fruit.
